grams, music therapy, crafts, garden- 
ing, field trips and reminiscent therapy. 
Specific medical treatments such as 
checking blood sugar, inhalation thera- 
pies, foot care, diet monitoring, wound 
care or assistance with activities of 
daily living such as dressing, bathing, 
eating, toileting, shaving or hair care 
canbe performed as well. Fortune is 
an experienced hair stylist and nail 
technician, adding a special touch to 
the Adult Day Care setting where par- 
ticipants can get their nails done and 
hair styled. Diet intake and socializa- 
tion during mealtime, Bergmann said, 
often improves appetites in elderly that 
are otherwise failing to thrive. 
According to Bergmann, however, 
many caregivers are reluctant to try 
adult day services. “It may take a few 
visits to the day center to develop a 
comfort level for both caregiver and 
participant,” Bergmann said. “We will 
take visitors anytime and offer tours 
and demonstrations of some of the ac- 
tivities we provide. The staff will work 
closely with the family to individual- 
ize the particpant’s care and activities,” 
- Through these methods, she said, 
caregivers can come to realize the ben- 
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efits of Adult Day Care. The center 
provides not only a break for 
caregivers but an opportunity for the 
participant to spend time with others 
with memory loss or functional needs 
while having fun and stimulating 
their abilities. “They return home 
much more relaxed after spending a 
day at the Adult Day Care,” 
Bergmann said.

Though earlier indica- 
tions were that a portion of 
Boyne City’s deteriorating 
shopper’s dock was beyond 
repair, further study con- 
cluded that the “L” section 
of the dock could still be 
saved. 

According to city man- 
ager Michael Cain, despite 
previous recommendations 
to remove the L0-foot by 
55-foot section and/or 
reconfigure the shopper’s 
dock, it was decided that, 
based on information from 
Bulmann Dock and Lift of 
Boyne Falls, the “L” sec- 
tion could be saved, at least 
for the short-term. 

“We were able to repair 
the whole thing without 
shortening it,” Cain said, 
adding that workers were 
“pretty much wrapping [the 
project) up” last week. 

Though it was rebuilt 
five years ago, a section 
had in recent months been 
determined to be badly de- 
teriorating, due to harsh 
wind and wave conditions 
in the city marina. 

“During a couple of 
storms this year,” Cain said 
last month, “we weren't 
sure if we weren't going to 
lose it altogether.”

Volunteers need 
help on area 
trail systems 


TO THE EDITOR: 


I am writing out of concern for our trail system, This 
fall we had a lot of help, from good-hearted volunteers 
who traveled long distances to come up north to help us 
get the Blue Bare trail northwest of Grayling ready for 
the upcoming season. 

We put in a total of over 1,200 manhours getting the 
Blue Bare, and the Jordan Valley trail system ready for 
the upcoming Season, 

I received a call from Rick Brewer from the Kalkaska 
D.N.R. about missing signs. Someone had taken down 
the signs, dumped them in a pile and took the posts. 

We always expect some lost signs during the gun deer 
season but we came to find out that it was worse than 
expected. Another 30 or so signs were missing on the con- 
nector between Starvation Lake and Alba, Mich. We also 
have had some severe storms in the last couple of weeks 
bringing down many trees. They also have to be removed 
before the trails are ready. This takes away from the things 
we should be doing at this time of year. For example, we 


. have been working with the D.N.R. and also the Kalkaska 


County Fire Rescue and the Volunteer Fire Rescue who 
just finished G.P.S. signing the Blue Bare Trail, installing 
911 signs; these will make it possible for them to get nec- 
essary emergency equipment when they need to. These 
were paid for through fundraising. So you now know what 
it takes to put the trail system together so you can come 
north for a good time. 

After speaking with the D.N.R. law enforcement and 
reading the snowmobile law it has been determined that a 
fine of up to $100 per sign could be levied; also, if an 
accident occurred, much worse fines and jail time could 
be levied. Our main concern is we have other things to be 
doing at this time, such as teaching snowmobile safety 
classes to children. So all we can say now if you are hunt- 


ing or just enjoying the outdoors please keep your eyes - 


open and report anyone tampering with these signs. After 
all, these are your snowmobile dollars being wasted,

With motherhood, total recall 
becomes a thing of the past

I have this on-going dialog with a friend of mine who 
is just beginning her walk down the road of motherhood. 
Before her child was born, [ used to warn her that once 
she became a parent, the gray matter inside her brain would 
begin this inexplicable metamorphosis into mush. And I 
was speaking from experience! 

Think about ‘it...before kids, we could do homework, 
listen to music, all while keeping one eye on our favorite 
episode of “Love, American Style” (okay, so I’m dating 
myself). But, those days of multi-tasking are becoming 
fewer and fewer as I get older. And, I believe, | have my 
children to blame. 

Before [ became a parent, I was queen of the list-women. 
I could organize an entire year of activities on the pages 
of one notebook. I was able to remember telephone num- 
bers, names and addresses of friends and family without 
any effort at all. That information was just ready and wait- 
ing for my total recall. 

Prior to children, 1 can recall knowing exactly where 
everything belonged in my home. And, miracle of miracles 
when I went to look for some particular item, before there 
were two and three-year-olds running around my house, 
the item in question was usually right where it belonged. 
So, rarely was J searching the house looking for the book 
I KNOW I left on the kitchen table. ..before children, that 
is!

And I can’t believe that I’m the only mom who walks 
into a room, intent on performing some important task, 
only to find myself completely at a loss as to what it was 
I needed to do. | have actually dialed the telephone to call 
someone to ask a question, and between the time I began 
dialing and when the telephone is answered, I have drawn 
a complete blank as to why I made the call in the first 
place. 

Even after our first child was born, I had retained most 
of my faculties, at least in the memory area of my brain. 
And, as I've told my friend, the degeneration of a parent’s 
brain cells is directly related to the age of one’s child. 
And with multiple children, well suffice it to say the rate 
of memory loss simply multiplies. Until, right about the 
time your children reach their teenage years, you become, 
for all intents and purposes, brain dead. 

Which, in retrospect, has probably been a blessing. 


State: 
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‘Separation 
of church 
and state 
misunderstood 


TO THE EDITOR: 


As the holidays approach, I am greatly concerned about 
the widespread confusion over what is and is not accept- 
able seasonal religious expression in our community. Over 
the past few years, it seems that grave misunderstandings 
of the origin and meaning of the phrase “separation of 
church and state” have encouraged many government 
officials to embark on a mission to remove all references 
to religion from schools, government buildings, and pub- 
lic property. 

The phrase “separation of church and state” doesn’t 
even appear in the Constitution! It originated in’1802 ina 
private letter from Thomas Jefferson to a group of Bap- 
tist ministers in Danbury, Connecticut-13 years after the 
First Amendment was passed. And the courts have con- 
sistently ruled since then that eliminating all signs of reli- 
gion from the public square is just as unconstitutional as 
establishing a religion. So, in response to recent efforts to 
censor Christmas in our community, perhaps it would help 
to clarify the forms of religious expression that are legal 
under the Constitution evep under today’s confused case 
aw, 

1. Students are free to express their religious beliefs in 
school. As long as it’s not materially disruptive, students 
may express their beliefs verbally with phrases like ‘‘Merry 
Christmas”; through clothing that conveys religious mes- 
sages with words, colors, or symbols; or through written 
materials like school assignments, religious cards, gifts, 
or tracts given to teachers and classmates (Lovell v. City 
of Griffin, 303 U.S. 444 [1938]; Westfield High Schoo] 
L.[L.F.E. Club v. City of Westfield, 249 F. Supp. 2d 98 (D. 
Mass. 2003)). 

2. At school, students can sing Christmas carols at con- 
certs, teach the biblical origins of Christmas, and perform 
the Christmas story of Mary, Joseph, Jesus, and the shep- 
herds, The Constitution does not require the exclusion of 
religion from public institutions. Christmas is part of our 
heritage and ingrained in our culture; therefore, expres- 
sion of it through art and music and teaching of it as his- 
tory serve both a religious and secular purpose. Provided 
these activities promote the “advancement of the students’ 
knowledge of our society’s cultural and religious heri- 
tage, as well as the provision of an opportunity for stu- 
dents to perform a full range of music, poetry, and drama 
that is likely to be of interest to the students and their 
audience,” any of these activities can be conducted in 
public schools without creating an Establishment Clause 
problem (Florey v. Sioux Falls School District, 619 F. 2d 
1311 (6th Cir. 19801; Stone v. Graham, 449 U.S. 39 
[1980]). 

3. Nativity displays can be seeds in schools, parks, 
and government buildings. No Supreme Court decision 
has ever forbidden a private citizen from setting up a na- 
tivity display in a public park, as parks, streets, and side- 
walks are all public forums traditionally devoted to ‘‘as- 
sembly and debate.” Such displays may also be placed in 
public buildings provided the government has opened the 
property for expressive activity. The Free Exercise Clause 
assures religtous speakers the same access to public fo- 
rums given to secular speakers (Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State v. City of Grand Rapids, 
980 R 2d 1538 [6th Cir. 1992]). Nor can private citizens 
be forced to include nonreligious objects such as snowmen 
in their faithbased displays (West Virginia v. Barnette, 319 
U.S. 624, 642 (1943)). 

Furthermore, even under current decisions, city gov- 
ermments may include a nativity in a seasonal display pro- 
vided 1) there are a sufficient number of secular objects 
along with religious ones, 2) the secular objects are in 
close proximity to the religious ones, and 3) overall, the 
display is sufficiently secular (Lynch v. Donnelly, 465 U.S. 
668, 671 [1984]). 

The U.S. Constitution, laws, and court decisions are all 
constructed to protect and permit religious expression in 
both public schools and government buildings. So, at- 
tempts to remove Christ from Christmas do not stem from 
the Constitution, but from those who simply seek to si- 
lence.the Christian message. And that is a violation of the 
Constitution! 

Thank you for this opportunity to clarify the legal posi- 
tion on keeping Christmas a vital part of our heritage.

REMOVING 
EARWAX 


Don't use objects such as cotton 
swabs or paper clips to try to 
remove earwax as these may 
push the wax deeper into the 
ear, Also, never attempt to 
remove earwax on your own if 
you have had surgery, tubes or a 
perforated ear drum. If the 
above conditions don’t apply to 
you, try the following steps. 
Use an eye dropper to place a 
few drops of baby or mineral oil 
into the ear. Repeat this for a 
few days to soften the wax.’ 
Then use a 3 oz. bulb syringe 
and squirt lukewarm water into 
the ear. Tip your head to let the 
waler run out and repeat until 
the earwax falls out,
